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The big cotton steal, which has been go- 
ing on for years, has been given over to De- 
tectives Kerwin and Littleton, and for the 
past week they have been hard at work in- 
vestigating the different robberies, with a 
hope of finding the thieves. 

For years smart thieves have been getting 
away with cotton, and in the old days the 
steamboat owners were made to make the 
loss¢s good. But business was good then, 
and they did not stop to make any close in- 
vestigatio's. 

In late years the discharging clerks were 


held responsible for all losses, and since 
almost every one of them has been forced 
to pay for from two to 20 bales of cotton 
this season, they decided it was best to 
ask the police to run down the thieves.

When the 
claim is ~ in a cotton shortage, bales 
are substituted, and the discharging clerk 
ls made to pay for this by the boat. 

“Take it for granted that every bale of 
cotton is worth $50, said Capt. Morris Frank 
who is one of the discharging clerks, “and 
see how much we lose when we are shy 
from one to five bales on a boat. It adds 
- a good deal, and since September last all 
of us have lost rather heavily. Some one 
has been stealing this cotton; that’s all 
there is to it.’’ 

The ena ety J clerks have stood the 
losses before without any particular com- 
plaint, but the thieves are bolder, and 
every week since the cotton season began 
“ney have been working.

NEW YORK, May &.—Another revolting 
murder, which may become as sensational! 
as the great Guidensuppe case of several 
years ago, came to light here today. 

The body of a man bound several times 
about with wire and weighted down by a 
heavy store was found in the Hudson river 
at the foot of 18th street. The pockets of 
the trousers were turned inside out. 

In one of the coat pockets was found a 
handkerchief on which was the initial ‘‘v.” 
There were no papers by which the body 
could be identified. The face shows several 
severe bruises. which are believed to have 
been the result of blows before the body 
reached the water. The body is also bruised. 
It was apparently that of a German. The 
quality of clothing is good, and the police 
say that it is evident he was in prosperous 
circumstances. 

The police records show a number of men 
reported missing by their families, and the 
police are searching this record to find a 
description which will fit that of the body 
found im the river. In a pocket was a 
newspaper of the date of May 10, and from 
that the police believe that he met his 
death on that day.

attempt to subdue the Boers. 

Sandhurst, the British West Point, is 
unequivocally condemned. The whole 
course of. training, mental, moral and 


physical, will be radically altered. 

rhe existing system, the committee as- 
serts, offers no reward for zeal or ability, 
and an Officer’s achievement depends upon 
anything but knowledge and efficiency— 
in other words, it depends entirely on se- 
niority and favoritism. 

An officer, especially mentioned for clev- 
erness and energy, gaina nothing unless he 
has a “‘pull” of some sort. The extrava- 
gant mies y especially in the cavairy, will 
be checked. Polo tournaments will be pro- 
hibited, while regimental coaches and 
packs of hounds will be abolished.

NEW TITLE OF “PRINCE OF THE 
EMPIRE” TO BE GIVEN 


Lipton Will Not Be Among the New 
Peers to Be Created, but Will Have 


to Be Content With a 
Baronetcy.

LONDON, May 24.—There has been a de- 

cided slump in the coronation season, Noth- 
ing can save it from dismal failure except 
a declaration of peace. For the past two 
months we have been waiting in eager ex- 
pectation for the promised outburst of un- 
exampled and brilliant gaity which pras to 
make the season of 1902 unique in social 
annals, but instead of gaity there is de- 
pression, dullness and a feeling of disap- 


pointment. 

The King is a prey to deep chagrin, it is 
asserted, at the poor show London society 
is making in honor of this great occasion. 


The absence of all signs of the enthusias~- 
tic interest which heralded Queen V ictorta’s 
two jubilees is unmistakable. The classes 
who hope to make money out of visitors 
and the section of the press which thinks 
it policy to persistently adulate the court 
are doing everything possible to pump up 
popular excitement, but there is little re- 
sponse and no spontaneity of interest is 
evidenced, as was-the case at the jubilees. 
There is no symptom of that gradually 
swelling national emotion which culminated 
in triumphal progress througs, the capital 
of the vonerubis Queen in 1387, and again 
in 1897 


The Reason 
for the Frost. 

The story goes that the King asked some 
members of his entourage to explain the 
dead-alive, perfuctory spirit in which his 
people are approaching this celebration, 


and the reply was: 
“First, the war; second, because the cor- 


onation cerebonial is to be participated in 
only by a small, select class; third, becausé 
the novelty of royal processions through 
the streets has worn off.” 

There is something in these explanations, 
but there is still more in the fact that Kin 
Edward does not inspire that sentimenta 
devotion, engendered by the record of a 
long. and memorable reign, which Britons 
lavished on Queen Victoria, who, 
unlike him, passed the attraction of being 
| ada to the vast majority of her sub- 
ects. 

Already the prtacipal west end streets 
are disfigured by unsightly boarding, inclos- 
ing stands of every kind. 

The leading clubs, which have suffered 
grievious loss by the spread of the fashion 
of restaurant dining, are feeling heavily 
the financial strain of providing suitable 
decorations. 

White's, in St. James street, a historic 

institution, has been compelled to make 
a whip among its members for subscrip- 
tions, and the result‘is so poor that it Is 
doubtful whether it can decorate at all. 
* The big political clubs whose funds are 
augmented by political gifts are speculatin 
heavily in seating accommodations, and all 
find the demand for seats sluggish in the 
extreme 

At the St. James Club, a great diplomatic 
center, only eight seats have been applied 
for to date, at $25 each, whereas at the 
last jubilee the eommittee found it neces- 
sary there, as at other ciubs, to ballot for 
the awallable places. 

The street de®oration and fllumination are 
heing well organized, but in many cases the 
original plans have been curtailed because 
the necessary subscriptions were not forth- 
coming.

King Edward is credited with intend 
signafise his coronation by creating ~y 4 
title, “Prince of the Empire,’’ to be con- 
ferred upon those who already have the 
Order of the Garter and who have per- 
formed services which can be recognized in 
no other way. 

A case in point fs that of the Duke of 
Norfolk, on whom falls the brunt of the 
afranzgements of the coronation and who 
already possesses every distinction. The 
title will not be hereditary and will be open 
only to dukes. It is rumored that the first 
recipients of this new honor will be. in ad- 
dition to the Duke of Norfolk. the Dukes 
of Devonshire, Richmond and Fife. 

The holders of this dignity are entitled 
to be addressed as ‘His Miehnecs™ and ge® 
precedent of all except the royal dukes. It 
is asserted that Lord Salisbury opposed this 
creation on the ground that it has rather 
a German flavor. The King is suspected of 
having adopted the ieda at the suggestion of 
the Kaiser. 

Lord Palmerston said: ‘‘There is no ques- 
tlon of merit about the garter,”” a remark 
which apparently will aiso apply to the 
new order of imperial princes. 

There is talk of the King creating twelve 
new peers at his coronation. including Sir 
Ernest Cassel, who rendered valifable fer- 
vice by consolidating the King’s debts as 
the Prince of Wales and arranging easy the 
terms for their payment. Lipton is not, 
apparently, to have a peerage, but must be 
content with a baronetcy. 

Among the prospective new nobles men- 
tloned is Col. Cornwallis West; the father- 
in-law of the Duke of Westminster and of 
Lady Randolph Churchill. This title in 
the ordinary course of events would fall 
to young Cornwallis West, so dy Ran- 
dolph after all may become a peeress.

“Being so poor I had few friends and 
was forced to spend nearly all my time 
in my lonely lodging, industriously scrib- 
bling away at stories, Plays and verse. My | 
head was fu!) of bright ideas in those days, 
dreams of fame, of literary lory, the 
dreams that young men dream,” and the | 
millionaire sighed as he leaned back into | 
the comfortable upholstered chair to look | 
absent-mindedly out of the window. Then, 
turning from the view of environitng house- 
tops, he again took up the thread of his 
reminiscent story. 

“Although I worked hard,” he said, ‘‘the 
world was not ready to recognize me as 
an author.

“I know well how it would have been. It 
was fortunate that fortune smiled upon me 
in another line of effort. With the money 
earned on real estate I have been able to 
prove that I have been the victim of a con- 
scienceless plagiarist.

A New Veneer Plant 
for North St. Louis. 

Plans have been completed and a per- 
mit granted to the St. Louis Basket and 
Box Co. to erect a factory building on the 
land recently purchased by them from the 
Chouteau, Harrison & Valle Co., at the 
corner of Penrose street and the wharf. 
The object of the enterprise is to pro- 
vide an up-to-date veneer plant, equipped 


with all the latest machinery and appli- 
ances. The buildings, of which there will 


py @ ground space of 150x80 feet, arranged 
to accoramodate eight veneer machines, 
cut-off tables and other necessary ad- 
juncts. 

The drying ro@m will occupy a space of 
386x125 feet, and will be what is terme 
double-decker, or two stories in height, 
and will be provided with two of the latest 
improved roller-dryer systems. 

This room will also be equipped with a 
number of automatic steam dry plates. 
Next in order comes the main factory bulld- 
ing. which will be 60x150 feet, four stories 
in height, in which will be located glueing 
rooms, sawing and sanding rooms, sorting 
rooms, stock rooms, etc. The boiler and 
engine house, which will be separated, wg 
occupy jointly a space of 70x45, to e 
equipped with four boilers of 150 horse- 
power each. The main engine will haye a 
cylinder 24x36, equivalent to 800 horse er. 
An sourey engine of 50 horsepower for 
running dryhouse fang, electric lights, etc., 
will be provided. A ‘run -for the purpose 
of hauling logs from the river is to pass 
underneath the Burlington Railroad tracks, 
and switches are to be provided to connect 
with the above named road. The St. Louis 
Basket and Box Cu. have been success- 
fully conducting the veneer lumber and 
trunk top manufacture at their present 
plant at Second and Arsenal streets for a 
number of years, in connection with the 
manufacture of baskets and fruit pack- 
ages, but the demand of late has grown 
to such proportions as to make it necessary 
to provide for taking care of it separately. 
Veneer lumber {? becoming more and more 
favorably known in the furniture and trunk 
manufacturing trades, and as timber grows 
scarcer, will become a necessity. The com- 
pany has provided for its future supply 
of raw material by purchasing a large 
tract of timber land in southeast Missouri, 
as well as securing other sources of supply.

There has been a quiet speculation in 
stocks this week, as !s natural to the sea- 
son, and the various factors of uncertainty 
in the situation. But with the exception 
of a period of positive weakness during the 
first two hours of the week's trading, the 
undertone of the market has been firm and, 
uneven! strong. Prices are materially 
higher for the week. This is in large part 
due to the easier condition of the money 
market, which has shown the results of the 
attraction of funds from our domestic call- 
ers and from foreign money markets by the 
recently prevailing high rates for money. 
The rates for call loans have settled down 
‘or the week to below 4 per cent, and, con- 
trary to the general expectation, the rate 
for foreign exchange has not responded 
with any material advance. 

It was feared that the first show of ease 
in the local money marke¢ec would lead to 
the withdrawal of funds placed here to take 
advantage of the more profitable interest 
rate. The fact is that the large demands 
made upon Paris and Berlin for New York 
account made an insignificent impression 
upon money rates at those gorsters. and 
there is stili sufficient profit to keep foreign 
loans in this market. 

London’s money requirements are consid- 
erable. but there is so great a plethora 
of capital in Paris and Berlin as to afford 
resources for London's surplus requirements 
as well. Berlin is still going through its 
long process of liquidation following upon 
the industrial depression there, and neh 
capital is still indisposed to venture into 
industrial ventures since its costly experti- 
ence with Russian projects. 

The result has been free lending of funds 
In the New York market.

Delegate Flynn of Okiahoma be- 
Meves he has the support of the Repub- 
liean senators west of the Mississippi river, 
and all the Democratic senators. The west- 
ern senators will, however, abide by a 
Caucus agreement if the majority of the 
Republicans should decide that the bill 
should not be passed at this session of Con- 
gress. Such a contingency, however, is not 
looked for. 

While the three territories will probab- 
ly become states together, and while they 
are looked upon a good deal in the same 
light. they are very dissimilar in their geo- 
graphic and physical characteristics. New 
Mexico is the largest, Arizona is considered 
the most varied in its resources and Okla- 
homa is the youngest. 


Oklahoma’s Rapid 
Development. 

A little over 12 years ago, just as the 
Sun crossed the meridian one noon, a pistol 
shot opened Oklahoma for settlement. It has 
already been knocking fr admission to 
the union a couple of years. 

The growth of Oklahoma since its open- 
ine has been like the Presto, Change! of 
the conjurer. Of all nations there were 
of Indians in the territory when Payne be- 
gan his agitation about 50,000. The census 
of 1890, taken a year after the opening. 
showed a population of 61,834, all come in 
since the opening. In 1900 the population 
was 398,331. 

It is no weakling that in the name of 
the Territory of Oklahoma now knocks for 
admission to the union. The territory com- 
prises 38.830 square miles. It is larger than 
Massachussetts, Connectient, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and Rhode Island combined. 
It is larger than Indiana, but 170 square 
miles smaller than Ohio, and but little 
emalier than Pennsylvania. It had last 
year a wheat crop of 32.000,000 bushels, a 
cotton crop of 140,000 bales, an enormous 
eorn crop and heavy crops of rye, barley, 
peanuts, oats, potatoes, barley and buck- 
Wheat. Its grazing lands are among the 
finest in America. Cattle and hogs are mak- 
ing many an Oklahoma farmer rich. The 
tallest corn stocks exhibited at th Omaha 
fair came from Oklahoma. Wheat lands 
produce from 18 to 45 bushels per acre: oat 
lands from 8 to 110 bushels, corn lands 
from 49 to 9 bushels, cottgn lands from 
one-half to one bale per acre. The yield of 
cotton In the south of Oklahoma has been 
as high as 40 pounds to the acre in excess 
of the average of cotton lands In the United 
States. Broomcorn and caster beans have 
become an important factor in the terri- 
tory’& commerce. The orchards of the ter: 
ritory have already made the fruit of 
Oklahoma famous. The sweet potato 
grows better nowhere than in Oklahoma. 
Tt is In truth a iand of plenty. a wilderncss 
made beautiful and productive with a few 
years of the plow and harrows. the reaper 
and thresher, the compress and gin—these 
magic wands of the world’s greatest eon- 
jurer—the Caucasian. 


How Oklahoma 
Compares With Others. 

No territory ever had a population any- 
thing like that of Oklahoma. Of the 2 
States admitted after the original. 12, the 
average population was 77.380 (the greatest 
Population of any one being 180.900). Okla- 
Tioma has over five times the average pop- 
Wiation; her per cent of gain in the last 
decade was 544; her school children number 
120,000. and she cast 73.000 votes at the re- 
cent election, more than five times the av- 
erage vote of the states of Tennessee, In- 
Giana, Ohio, Tilinols, Missourt and Texas 
1 years after they were admitted to state- 
hood. 

Not alone in population has Oklahoma 
made wonderf:! and unprecedented strides 
in 10 years. The taxable valuation of the 
territory this year is $50,000,000. and prop- 
erty is only assessed at about one-third 
its real value and but 27 per cent of the 
farm land assessed at all, the balance be- 
ing still in the name of the government. 
The real wealth of the territory is close 
te $200,000.00 and most of this wealth has 
been created out of the wonderful re- 
sources of the territory, for the great ma- 
jority of the residents of the territory 
came poor and capital has not come in 
pny great amounts from the outside ex- 
cept in exchange for the products of the 
territory. 

Receipts from rental of schoo! lands for 
the vear ending Nov. 90, 1900, have been 
$220,077.64. The receipts during the 10 years 
bave aggregated the remarkable sum of 
§1,002,063.61, of which $697,458.72 has been col- 
lected under the present territorial admin- 
istration. This money has all been used 
to ald in carrying on the common schools 
and colleges of the territory, except $120,- 
O which the treasurer of the territory 
holds in a public building fund. The schoo!

There are also in the territory nearly 700 

fraternal organizations with a member- 


ship aggregating 30,000. There are 35 ter- 
ritorial banks and 18 national banks in op- 
eration in Oklahoma at this time. The 
resources of the territorial banks aggre- 
gate about $5,000,000, almost half of which 
represents cash on hand. The deposits of 
the territorial banks at this time are near- 
ly $4,000,000. The national banks have re- 
sources aggregating 34,000,000 and over $2,- 
000,000 deposits. The board of commission- 
ers of insurance for 1889 shows $15,274,519 
fire insurance and $4,634,227 life insurance 
written during the year. 

The territory has over 1000 miles of rail- 
way, 250 miles having been built during the 
past year. Every county in the territory 
but two is reached by railway. The rail- 
way shipments for the year ending June 
20, 1900, aggregate 15,000 cars of wheat, 9000 
cars of cattle, 4000 cars of hogs, 2600 cars 
of flour, 1600 cars of other milistuff and 260 
cars of cotton. The shipments into the 
territory were 12,000 cars of:coal, 1200 of 
farm implements, 1200 cars of immigrant 
movables, 750 cars of flour and 300 cars of 
vehicles. 

The great prosperity of Oklahoma is due 
almost entirely to her rich and varied ag- 
ricultural resources. In no other place in 
the Union can wheat, corn, cotton, the 
three great staples, be produced success- 
fully upon the same farm. 

The products of the territory during the 
past year are estimated to have aggregated 
about $75,000,000 in value, including 382,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 60,000,000 bushels of corn, 
145,000 bales of cotton, 300 cars of water- 
50,000 bushels of peanuts, 


melons, 
bushels of castor beans, 
peaches, 200,000 bushels of apples, 
bushels of blackberries, 15,000 bushels 
strawberries, 25,000 bushels of plums. 

The territorial auditor’s report, for last 
year shows 243,103 head of horses, 49,525 head 
of mules, 995,000 head of cattle, 45,000 head 
of sheep, 250,000 head of hogs, listed for tax- 
ation In the territory this year. 

There are in the territory about 200 manu- 
facturing establishments, employing 2500 
hands: 43 flouring mills; with an aggregate 
dally capacity of 5228 barrels; 107 grain ele- 
vators, with a capacity of 1,900,000 bushels, 
and 120 wholesale houses, employing about 
1000 hands.

The next territory tn point of population 
is New Mexico, which, as one writer has 
said, is a territory in the sky. If the moun- 
tain ranges were leveled smoothly over its 
valleys and plains the entire area of 122,000 
square miles would stand higher above the 
sea than the summit of any peak of the 
Catskills or the Adirondacks. Its broad up- 
land plains, that stretch to a horizon where 
wintry peaks tower high above the bold 
salients of gray-mottled foothills, them-

upon the nutritious grasses: where fields 
of grain wave in the healthful breeze: 
where orchard trees bend under ‘their 
weight of luscious fruits, and where the 
rocks Tay bare inexhaustible veins of pre- 
clous metals. Here may be found today 
as profitable large ranches as any in the 
country, and innumerable small aggrega- 
tions of cultivated acres, whose owners sit 
comfortably upon shaded verandas while 
thelr servants till the field.

were grown last year. He states that the 
culture of the sugar beet is making rapid 
headway in all parts of the territory, but 
especially in the Pecos valley, where the 
culture has become well established.

Mexico is a gold-bearing country and says 
that within the last few years there has 
been a great renewal of acttvity in the 
mines. 

“Several districts,"’ he says, “have been 
found and new placer beds. have been 
worked by new men, who have taken out 
thousands of dollars,’’ and ‘he adds: 

“Information which is reliable from gold 
camps throughout the territory strength- 
ens the hope that New Mexico will 
reap the benefit of a genuine mining boom. 
Never has there been such interest since 
the advent of the railroads in the mineral 
development of the territory, especially near 
the Colorado line.”’ 

Gov. Otero says there are 5,000,000 sheep 
in the territory; that fully 15,000 of the 
people are supported by the wool industry 
and that last year was the most advantag- 
eous ever known in the business. He pre- 
dicts a large growth tn the Industry. 

The governor takes strong ground in favor 
of statehood, saying that the people are 
entirely capable of self-government. He 
argues that admission into the union would 
be beneficial alike to the state and 
United States.

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A CONTRADICTION IN POLICY. 

When Gen. Wood hauled down the American flag which haa 
been floateing over MorroCastle since 1898 a contradiction in pub- 
lic policy was revealed not altogether agreeable to thoughtful 
citizens. 

In Cuba al] our energies have been employed in behalf of the 
people, all our efforts being directed to one end—the independence 
of Cuba. 

In the Philippines we have spent blood and treasure to another 
end—the subjugation of the people and the reduction of the 
archipelago to a foreign will 

In Cuba we have helped the people in all respects. We have 
cleaned their cities, organized their schools, driven out pestilence. 
instructed them in the practice of liberty and set them up in 
business on their own account. 

In the Philippines we have carried fire and sword to the re- 
motest part, burned villages, chased the inhabitants from one 
end of the land to the other and often put them to the torture in 
imitation of the Spaniards. 

In Cuba peace; in the Philippines war. 

In Cuba we have cultivated the good will of the people and 
earned their affectionate friendship; in the Philippines we have 
excited their enmity and earned their hate, which wil! bark 
and bite for decades. 

The contrast is not agreeable. 

It may be said in extenuation that we were forced into hos- 
tilities by the foolish aggression of the Fiiipinos themselves. 
This may be granted.,.Rut back: of the uprising of Be 6, 1599, 
was the well understood purpose of the United States govern- 
ment to deny the “ilipinos what we proposed to grant the Cu- 
bans—national independence under an American protectorate. 
The patriotism of Cuba was approved and encouraged. The pat 
riotism of the Philippines was dubbed treason and ruthlessly re- 
pressed. To love liberty in Cuba was a virtne to-be rewarded; 
to Jove it in the Philippines was a vice to be punished. 

Experienced observers who know both peoples declare that the 
Filipinos are as capable of seli government as the Cubans. Would 
it not have been wiser to make this concession of capacity and 
pursue the policy in the archipelago that has been so successfui 
and gratifying to American pride in Cnba. 

In choosing the path of conquest our government has involved 
the American people in a network of perplexities which may vex 
them: for a hundred years. It seenis a blunder incredible. 

This is the contradiction in policy, its results can be forseen— 


in Luba peace und loyal friendship; in the Philippines hate and 
age-long war. 
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The suicide of a contracting painter of St. Louis because his 
debtors would not pay him enough to quiet his creditors illus- 
pesos the importance of promptness in the payment of debts. 
Every man who meets his financial obligations without delay 
does much to promote prosperity. He not only pays, but he 
enables a chain of other people to pay.

& great injustice to deport emigrants who have paid their fare 
across the sea, expecting to settle in this country, when it is 
possible to save them that expense.

Whv do we say “knock,” meaning to de- 
ery, abuse or traduce? Because it is a 
monosyllable and gives the impression of 
violent contact. The idea Of fitness, ex- 
pressiveness, is the principle from which 

language sprung. 
Pade ~etony lle for example. Isn't it ex- | 
pressive? One can almost see the action. 
Look at other words of the same kind— 
stick, stuck, stop, shot, shut, break, wreck, 
hit, hurt, hate, halt, strike, jam, jar, jolt, 
pang, shoot, stab, kill, slap, lie, lock, and 
hundreds of others. Are they not expres- 
sive? 

Gilbert and Svilivan thoroughly under- 
stood the value of words when they gave 
us their celebrated ‘“‘short, sharp shock.” 
Every word is a jolt. 

On the other hand, how melodious words 
can be made! Notice undulation, ululating, 
melliftuously, seemingly, somnolescent, 
soporific, peradventure, phosphorescent, 
lovable, melancholy, tinkle, twinkle, syila- 
blé, tintinnabulation and many more. Each 
word conveys its own meaning. A dic- 
tioary is superflous. 

Alexander Pope knew the value of words, 
especially of monosyliables. In ridiculing 


a poem written by ‘one of his detractors } 


he said: 

A needlees Alexandrine ends the song, 

Which, like a wounded snake, drags its slow length 
along. 

Then obsérve the style of this: “They 
fall successive, and succéssive rise.’” Can 
you not almost feel the rise and swell of 
the waves, without knowing or caring 
about the author’s subject? Read it over 
a few times and you will get seasick. 

Somebody once said that poetry is frozen 
music, and Swinburne furnishes the proof 
in the following lines:

AM but I go out hunting now and

The conditions here in 1800 are only 
known to me from my talks with the 
mighty hunters of my early days. There 
never was such a place for game in the 
United States as we had right here in St. 
“ouls. For birds and fowl the Wet Prairie 
wae a limnters’ paradise so late as 1866, 

was snipe, curlew, bullhead plover, 

land plover, long-bill plover, ring plover, 
prairie chickens, mallard ducks, pigeons, 
gray, butter bala, canvaa- 

back, wood ducks, geese, brant, woodcock, 
pheasants and cranes. The Wet Prairie is 

12 or 14 miles east of Bt, Louis, five miles 
long and three miles wide, and lies between 

; Wabash and Chicago & Alton tracks, 
ichar@ Hospes, cashier of the German 

Savings Institution, and I used to drive 
over on the Edwarfdeville plank road, and 
when ou horses would get out on the 
Prairie our dogs would point. We would 
hitch the horses and about three in the 
afternoon we would come home with all 
the game we needed.

‘Talk about cranes. I have seen # or 50 
standing at a time in Indian lake, which 
is about a mile and a half back of Bast 
St. Louis.

We got the blue and green wing 
teal, and lots of them. 

The beat hunting tn St. Louis was on Sut- 
ter’s pasture. This is where Westmoreland 
and Portland places are located. Sutter 
‘was a farmer who kept a dairy. He had 
10 or’ 10 cows. There were four or 
five little lakes in this farm, and the game 
there was always plentiful. 

We @id our wild turkey hunting out 
Chelteriham way and north where O'Fal- 
lon Park is. There were no made 
streets gave Olive street. All were dirt 
roads. There were no town houses out 
near the Fair Grounds. Here there was.a 
country place. The city extended north 
to Market, south to Arsenal and west to 
Grand avenue, with houses few from Gar- 
Tison on. The Germania Theater, ther a 

was way out by itself. 

There was good hunting, pigeon hunt- 
ing, on Franklin avenue, in what is known 


a8 Rinkelvilie.

grounds. Not later than Inst Saturday a 
hunter shot six rettiers in Illinois, near 
St. Louls. I belonged to a little club five 
or #ix years ago at Comstock, on the C. 
& A., 16 miles cut. I used to go out there 
and fill my pockets with snipe and come 
home. 

The watchman there was part Indian. 
Hie seemed to take pleasure in hunting rat- 
tlere. He conceived the idea that there 
was money in the ratticesnake business. 
He caught four and sold them in St. Louis 
at $2 apiece to some showmen. That fixed 
the market price in his mind. He made a 
specialty of rattlers from that moment. 
One day I went over there and he had 6 
rattliers in one tox. JIt- had a glass cover 
on it, and the snakes hissed at me. Thére 
were all sizes. He told the farmers around 
that he was in the snake industry, and 
when in grubbing land they found a rattler 
they sent for him. He had a long pair of 
tongs, and he wceculd give them a squeeze 
about the neck and flop them into a box. 
He had them from eight feet long down. 
Many were six feet. After he got his big 
collection the St. Louis rattlesnake market 
seemed to sag. There were no buyers at 
any price. But the Indiqn held on, and to- 
ward fall he got rid of the bunch at $839. 

One spring my dog, a setter, was bitten 
by a rattler. His head swelled up to twice 
its normal size and his eyes were closed. 
We applied clay and when we got him 
home we put on caustic. He did not die. 
I knew a cow to die after being struck by 
a rattier. DGut rattlers are not as danger- 
ous as is supposed. They are not looking 
for trouble. They strike in defense, as 
they suppose. The moccasins are in the 
sloughs in the Illinois bottoms. They are 
four, five and six feet long. They are 
deadly. 


There are any amount of black snakes, 
but they are perfectly harmless. 

There's hunting in plenty near 8t. Louis 
now for anybody but « hunter hog. The 
qualfl never will be killed off. They are a 
wary bird. They know how to hide from 
the hunter. I have seen hundreds of quails 
walking along the Mississippi river on the 
Illinois side, trying to find a crossing, for 
they cannot fly far. They used to fly over 
and light on the houses down at Caronde- 
In the morning you would hear them 
walling from the roofs, ‘‘Bob White,” “Bob 
White.’’ No matter how much you hunt 
quail they are just as thick one seagon as 
another. 

Of course there has been a great thinning 
out of game about St. Louls. This is owing 
largely to the development of the gun and 
the dog. We are breeding pointers and set- 
ters noW that are such perfect hunters 
when born that they require scarcely any 


hunting for 
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training. We had muzzle loaders in my 
time. We had one pocket full of wads, 
another full of caps and a powder horn 
strung by cord over one shoulder and a 
shot pouch stung by strap over another 
ahoulder, | 

Now we have repeating shotguns. The 
ammunition is in a belt. There is no long 
walt for loading; When the shot is fired 
the empty cartridge is expelled. Ané@ the 
boys belong to shooting clubs and begin 
target practice so early that they are able 
to shoot almost with experts. It took us 
longer to learn the trick when I began. 

I don't think there were many buffalo 
in this immediate neighborhood when | 
came here; I never saw any. But I'll tell 
you what I have seen. I have seen the 
Levee black with buffalo hides. And you 
eould buy them for from a dollar and a 
half and two dollars. Everyone owned a 
buffalo robe. Steamers coming down the 
Missourl and the Mississippi, too, would 
Sometimes be loaded down with buffalo 
hides. They seemed to slaughter thousands 
merely for their hides, though ae late as 
1875 buffalo meat was sold like beef in the 
market at Kansas City, Thousands were 
thus disposed of annually. The boats 
brought the skins of antelope and moun- 
tain sheep and of the mink and otter. 
Hides and furs were a big commodity in 
those days.

HERE is not a doubt that buffalo 
43 once roamed the prairies near St. 
Louls, And there were elk here. 
Capt. Joseph Fechto of 56038 Virginia ave- 
nue told me that when he was running on 
the Missouri his steamer wag held back a 
few days because buffalo crossing the river 
were so thick he could not run his steamer 
through them. I don't recall the point on 
the river, but it was not far above St.

The elk went about a year later than 
the buffalo. The buffalo lived as far gast 
as West Virginia. There were swarms of 
them on the Illinois prairies in 1800 and 
much later. They were early known as the 
Black Cattle of I)linois. 

The marked difference between the woods 
and the plains Indlans' was due to the buf- 
falo. The woods Indian had no large game 
to make living easy for him like the plains 
Indian. So he soon became a farmer and 
raised corn and pumpkins and lived in 
villages. His type of civilization was 
higher. 

The only place where wild buffalo may 
be found now is In British Columbia. They 
are the plain buffalo driven into the Rock- 
jes and finally forced to live in the woods, 
Their habits have changed because of 
their changed life, and they present now 
almost a different species from the plains 
buffalo. 

A woman in Texas has a buffalo farm. 
Buffalo Jones in western Kansas tried to 
cross the buffalo :with domestic cattle. 
There are buffalos in the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. 

There were a few elk in Missouri after 
the civil waft. And I remember of reading 
that United States troops going to Texas 
saw a herd of buffalo in southwest Mis- 
souri, Missouri was not entirely depopulat- 
ed of buffalo until as late as the sixties. 

There are black bear in Tawney County, 
in the Ozark region, now. Deer and tur- 
key are also to be found there, and all 
kinds of smaller game. In eastern Ar- 
kansas in the “overflow’’ country there are 
deer and turkey. I have killed turkey in 
Ste. Genevieve County. I shot a deer in 
the northern part of the county two years 
azo.

“In the autumn of 1968, when crossing 
the plains on the Kansas Pacifie road, for 
a distance of upwards of 120 miles, between 
Elisworth and Sheridan, we passed through 
an almost unbroken herd of buffalo. The 
plains were blackened with them, and 
more than’ once the train had to stop to 
allow an unusually large herd to pass. A 
few years afterward, when traveling over 
the same line of road, it was a rare sight 
to see a few herds of 20 to 30 buffaloes. 

“In 1870 the original buffalo ranges had 
been divided into two. The soufhern was 
in south Texas, The northern was in the 
Powder river country in the British pos- 
sessions. 

“I have myself counted 112 carcasses jn- 
side a radius of 200 yards, all of which 
were killod by one man from the same 
spot, and in less than three-quarters of 
an hour. 

“The buffalo product carried by the dif- 
ferent roads during 1872, 1873 and 1874, the 
three years of greatest extermination, was 
as follows: 

‘*Hides, 1,378,150. 

“Meat, pounds, 6,751,200. 

“Bones, pounds, 32,380,060. 

“Buffaloes killed, 3,158,730."

M Y specialty is bear hunting. There 


are bear on the St. Francis, in 

southeast Missouri, and deer and 
turkey on the White river and Crescent 
river, but the ideal hunting ground for 
bear and for deer and turkey now is in 
the Indian Territory. There is good turkey 
hunting in southeast, southern and south- 
west Missouri, and in northeastern Arkan- 
sas. Coons and squirrels and plover and 
pheasants are to be found. A few caia- 
mounts and wolves are met with up in 
the Ozarks. Ducks and squirrels are plen- 
tiful on the inland rivers of the southern 
end of the state. 

On the Gasconade and Big Piney there 
is no end of ducks and geese late in the 
season, Wild turkey and quail in plenty, 
and once in a while a deer and a wildcat, 
are to be had there. Rabbits are to be 
found everywhere in Missouri. There are 
mink and otter on the Gasconade and coons 
and squirrels, , 

I went down into the Territory for bear 
ldst December. I got off at Clayton, the 
first station below Tuscahoma. The hunt 
was in the Kiamichi mountains, along the 
river of the same name. Three miles from 
Clayton, T. Lane, the guide, and I found a 
hole in the rock. We had hunted several 
hours and finally tracks in the snow were 
seen, 

“Are you game?’ Lane asked. 

I said I was, 

‘These are bear tracks,”’ he continued. 
“There is a big one and two half-grown 
cubs.”’ 

We stationed ourselves near the hole in 
the rock and finally Lane fired’ in, hitting 
the old bear in her nose. That made her 
come out. As she stuck her body through 
the opening I fired. She dropped dead in 
her tracks. We had to kill the cubs In the 
cave.

me the day I got the bear.

In the dozen years within which the death 
penalty has been inflicted by electricity 
there have been made many notable: ad- 
vances in the sclence of the mysterious 
current, and yet the chair of today in Sing 
Sing ‘Prison and elsewhere is practically 
the chair that was just set up there to 
wrench the life from miserable murderers. 

In the parlance of the criminal! brother- 
hood, one who goes to the death house goes 
there to be “fried.” Fried he truly is,. for 
the effect of the fluid when it reaches the

him, which, with the electrodes, moments 
that must have seemed years to him were 
required to adjust for from # seconds to a 
minute before he is certainly dead. 

If the best-informed electrical experts 
ere to be believed, and they are said to 
have no object in being anything but disin- 
terested, death could be produced at a sim- 
ple touch if the latest apparatus were em- 
ployed, and there would be no necessity for 
using the armful of harness with which the 
present chairs are supplied. 

Dr. Morton was asked if he would sug- 
west a tentative chair that would embody 
the latest Improvements that cou!d be made. 

“No,” said he, “J will not, and what is 
cts hy Reape Be gpagenes That ia not a 
matter with a physician, whose mis- 
sion is to cure and not kill, should concern 
himeaeif.

and make proper recommendations. .It Is 
simply a question of spending enough 
money for an electrical plant that will do 
the work more effectively. As it is, the 
state merely roasts the unfortunate to 
death. 


“The multiplication of volts and ampere 
gives the horse-power, and it is horse- 
power that puts to death. The more 
horse-power. the more instantaneous the 
death. I believe the plant at the prisons 
at this time gives a voltage of 1760 volts 
and that six amperes are employed. That 
would give about 18 horse-power. 


"Why not make it 3 horse-power, or 100, 
or any other horse-power that the electrical 
engineers might determine to be necessary? 
The state is rich enough surely to put its 
criminals to death in the most humane 
manner possible. The potential should be 
made very high, for by that the quick met- 
ing out of justice is solved. I made this 
same contention about snuffing out the lives 
of criminals so long ago that I have nearly 
forgotten it, but the methods in vogue at 
the prisons are the same as they were 
originally.”’ 

Dr. Morton was asked if it was true that, 
under [mproved conditions, a man could be 
put tO death by a simple touch from an 
electrude bearing high electrical pressure. 
He replied that it was absolutely true; 
that if a highly potential force were em- 
ployed, a man standing on one electrode 
and touched on the head with another 
would instantly @lie. The effect was the 
same as though one were struck on the 
head with an ax wielded with sufficient 
force to cause death, 


Another effort to persuade Dr. Morton to 
give his own ideas of what a chair should 
be failed. ‘Any electrical engincer 
work out the details of it,” said he, 
fi is too unple t a subject for a phy- 
siclan to touch, That phase of it amounts 
to little, anyway. You get the force to 
cause instant death, and the style of the 
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“It is a question of watts. Volts multl- 
plied by amperes equal watts, and what 
we want to do the work at a touch are 
watis, for by a subdivision of watts we 
get hors? power. All the state need do is 
to provide a dynamo that gives sufficient 
watts, and there is little etse needed. The 
current might be from pole to pole or to 
the ground, as the results would be the 
same.”’ 


The chair now in use ifn the prisons is 
a heavy, vaken affair that rests upon a 
rubber mat so that it is insulated. Broad 
leather straps pinion the legs just above 
the ankles, other heavy straps bind the 
arms to the rests of the chair, and a stfil 
Broader and heavier strap, also of leather, 
goes around the breast and holds the con- 
demned to the back of the instrument of 
death. 


That Is not all. There is a strap around 
the chin that almost hides the mouth, and 
there is one over the forehead and eyes. 
On the head is a cap fitted with an elect- 
rode, and this is the first point of contact 
as the current comes from the dynamo. 
One leg must be bared so that an electrode 
may be fitted there. That is the exit for 
as much of the current as escapes through 
the resistance offered to it on its way. 
Then the electrode must be drenched in 
brine to reduce resistance. 


With all of these attachments to buckle 
and bind, it is remarked as astonishing 
with what rapidity a murderer is made 
ready for the journey hence. The men 
who act for the warden have mastered, in 
& manner, the clumsiness of the chair. 
Each has his peculiar straps and other de- 
talls to attend to, and drills have made 
nimble fingers perfect. From the time the 
condemned appears at the door that opens 
from the rows of cells set apart for his fra- 
ternity, walks the few feet that intervene 
to the chair, sinks into it and plunges for- 
ward in the throes of a death that no one 
yet knows how much of suffering there 
is in it, seems only a flash to those whe 
look on, awed in the presence of the judi- 
clal slaying of a human being.

But a wider significance 
will be given to this royal progress than 
to any previous ceremonial, by the nrcs- 
ence of contingents from India and our 
colonies, marking the earth-wide scope 
of the empire over which the King's rule 
extends. 

The route from the tower to Westminster 
will no longer be followed, since the ob- 
ject—that of exhibiting the sovereign to the 
people on the eve of the coronation— 
would not be achieved so fully as by ad- 
hering to the route chosen for the Jubilee 
of 1897. 

In former times the King slept at the 
Tower on the eve of the day appointed 
for the procession. English kings, #0 rich 
in country houses and palaces, possessed 
no residence in London other than the 
tower and the inadequate palace of West- 
minster. Queen Elizabeth became the 
guest of some noble, or of the Charter 
House, or of an archbishop at Lambeth. 

Although the details differ, the main lines 
of these royal progresses resembles each 
other closely. The sovereign was accom- 
panied by a long retinue of nobles, high of- 
ficers of state, ambassadors of forcign pow- 
ers and representatives of the city. The 
Streets were decorated and at various 
“stations” presentations and offerings were 
made, poems recited and songs sung. 

On the morning of the coronation those 
summoned gathered, some of them at the 
Abbey, others round the monarch at the 
Palace of Westminster, whence in solemn 
procession they marched to the Abbey, 
where the crowning took place. The cere- 
mony over, they returned with the sov- 
ereign to the Great Hall of William Rufus, 
where they were feasted in the presence of 
their newly crowned King. 

Subject to changes incidental to the va- 
ried circumstances of the day, the great 
ceremonial remains intact. 

From all quarters of the civilized world, 
and from all parts of the world and from 
all parts of the empire, the nation's guests 
will assemble on Monday, June 23. From 
the moment of assembling the ceremonial 
may be said to commence and will be 
watched with profound interest throughout 
King Edward's dominions. 

In 1831 provincial cities celebrated the 
event of the crowning; but in 1902 the whole 
empire, thanks to the marvelous discov- 
eries of the past half century and to the 
enterprise of the press, will be made aware 
from hour to hour of the stately preceed- 
ings in the metropolis. Music and largess 
have from the earliest times been leading 
features of the coronation festivities, but

It is, then, from Buckingham Palace on 
June 26 that the King and Queen will pro- 
ceed in the familiar state coach, preceded 
at a short interval by all the members 
of the royal family, accompanied by the 
special representatives of foreign powers, 
along the historical Mall to the west door 
of Westminster Abbey. 

From this point the ceremony 
low the ancient precederts. In 
over a hundred feet in length, and deco- 
rated wlth rare tapestries, will be as- 
rembled, under the Duke of Norfolk, her- 
editary Earl Marshal, the processions of 
the King and Queen. The regalia will be 
there, having been previcusly borne from 
the Jerusalem -Chamber and entrusted to 
those appointed to carry it before the sov- 
ereign. 

As the King enters the Abbey he will see 
tiers of seats to the right and left, galleries 
draped with yellow and blue veivet, 
crowded with those of his subjects who 
have been specially invited to attend. 
The galleries will be so arranged as to 
leave exposed as far as possible the archi- 
tectural features of the Abbey. The mini- 
mum of drapery and the maximum of 
architecture have beon the main objects 
kept in view by those responsible for the 
arrangements of the fabric. 

The historic color for the carpets—blue 
with the insignia of the garter—has been 
adhered to, but the ‘theater’: will be ar- 
ranged with Indian carpets, the property 
of the King, No “hanging"’’ wiil be placed 
in any position where it is not required 
to conceal a temporary wooden erection, 
for the Abbey requires no adorning.

O EARN his daily bacon and beef the 
4: wight of one of the St. Louts papers 
makes merry at the expense ot 
the St. Louis Vegetarian Society, we 
cherfully accept the attentions with which 
he favors the society, but we protest 
against his interpretation of the object ot 
the Pedestrian Club. 

He concludes that members, in order to 
eat the food which is permitted them at- 
ter rejecting all dishes prepared from any- 
thing that conscious animal life, has to be 
taken to supply, have to resort to some 
perote measures” to work up an appe- 
tite,” as he terms it, ‘and (hat these five- 
mile walks are ror that purpose. 

He makes the mistake of many others in 
supposing the diet of a vegetarian to be 
restrieted to oats, bran, cabbage and corn 
mush and that leading the life of a vege- 
tarian is naturally one of great sacrifice 
and self-denial. 

Instead of requiring te take unusual ex- 
ercise to be able to eat with any relish, 
vegetarians, as a rule, are gifted with a 
healthy, natural appetite capable of en- 
joying the food they partake of to the full- 
est extent. 

In my experience I find that a vegeta- 
rian not only requires-no stimulant to 
tempt his appetite, but the natural resuit 
of a vegetarian diet being a tendency to 
avoid the excessive use of condiments, 
makes his appetite keen and capable of 
relishing far greater the various dishes 
placed before him. In fact, vegetarians 
usually find it necessary to guard against 
over-eating and against the tendency to 
grow stout 

The object of the Pedestrian Club in tak- 
ing their long walks is 40 demonstrate the 
strength and endurance derived from a 
vegetarian diet since so many erroneously 
suppose that a diet without meat can im- 
part no strength when, on the contrary, 
statistics show that by far the greatest 
tasks of endurarce are accomplished by 
vegetarians. 

Not what to eat, but what not to eat is 
a wreat air of vegetarians, and the vari- 
ety offered to them is so great that the 
diet can be varied for weeks, little repeti- 
tion being required. . 
» The following are a few of the dishes 
prepared in our family, and which have 
given satisfaction to many of our acquaint- 
ances. One thing to be bern in mind is, 
that as much depends on the careful pre- 
paration as on the ingredients, and a cer- 
tain amount of experience may be re- 
quired before the cook can satisfactorily 
prepare some of these dishes. 


A Substitute for Lard. 

One of the greatest substitutes for lard 
is cottonseed oil, but the aversion to it by 
many makes its use undesirable until-one 
knows how to properly prepare it for use 
in cooking. It has a very pleasant taste In 
its raw state, but by heating a quantity 
of it thoroughly before cooking with it this 
is removed and it is made quite palatable. 

To test if it is sufficiently heated take a 
small piece of raw onion and place in the 


pan of ofl; this will turn brown if the oll ts 


hot enough. 
For a long time we used olive oil exclu- 
sively, or rather supposed — we Aid, which 


lo veveturianism, and the recipes are given 


extending over a number of years, 


is very easily digested and agreeable to the 
taste, but this, even in 5 and 10-gaHon lots 
is very expensive, and we found on sub- 
jecting !t to a chemical analysis that much 
of it was adulterated with a large per cent 
of cottonseed oil. We therefore concluded 
it best to use cottonseed oll direct and pay 
for only cottonseed of! instead of using the 
high-priced olive oil. We find it fully as 
digestible as the other, and far cheaper. 
A refined quality of table ofl can be buught 
in some groceries at 30 cents a gallon, and 
it, therefore. makes a good and cheap sub- 
stitute for lard. 


Lentil Cakes. 

Lentils are a fine substitute for meat. 
and the following makes a palatable dish: 

Take a pint of lentils, two soup bunches 
and a large onion, two tomatoes, four 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of flour, pepper 
and salt to suit the taste; boll the lentils 
till tender. Care should be taken not to 
use too much water. Mash them with a 
potato masher, take the soup bunches and 
onion, chop them very fine, add the eggs, 
pepper, salt and flour; mix the whole 
preparation well, heat the oil, form the 
reparation into cakes with a spoon and 
fry til! brown on both sides. For those 
who like garlic a very small amount of 
garlic may be added to advantage, as it 
gives the flavor of sausage to the prepara- 
tion. 

May be eaten with catsup or horseradish. 

Lentil Hash. 

A teacup of lentils, a large onion, two 
tomatoes, three’ medium potatoes, pepper 
and salt to suit the taste. Boil the len- 
tils, tomatoes and onion till soft, théen 
add the potatoes, cut into small cubes and 
season with pepper and salt to suit. If 
desired to make it richer, can add a little 
butter or oil, also a small amount of gar- 
lic. : 

Fried Tomatoes. 

Slice solid tomatoes about half an inch 
thick, roll in flour, add pepper and salt 
and fry brown on both sides in oil. Care 
should be taken that the tomatoes are 
solid. 

Filled Tomatoes. 

Take large, round tomatvues, cut sufficient 
off the top to be able to hellow them out; 
make a rich dressing same as for turkey or 
other fowl and fill the tomatoes; cover the 
top with what you have hellowed out or 
replace the cap. Strew a little salt and 
pepper over the tomatces and place a little 
butter or ofl In the pan and baste vccasion-« 
ally while baking. Bake to a nice brown. 

The tomatoes may also be filled with 
scrambled eggs in place of the dressing. 


Shirred Tomatoes. 

Line bottom of en earthern dish with 
sliced tomatves, make dressing same as for 
fowl. a sufficient amount for the number 
of persons to provide for, place over the 
tomatoes, then cover with sliced tomatoes 
about half an inch thick; add salt and pep- 
per and bake to a nice brown.

But he was quickly 
overpowered, and he and Dr. Piquet were 
made prisoners, Raguet being killed in the 
attack. The prisoners were bound with 
their hands behind their backs. Saugrain, 
having thrown crf his coat to row, was 
thus expored te the cold, suffering svere- 
ly. The Indians took their prisoners to the 
shore, and then plundered their boat. Com- 
ing back to them, one of the red men 
struck Dr. Piquet twice with a knife, kill- 
ing him instantly and t!eaving Saugrain 
to ruminate upon what he might expect. 
His grief for the death of his friend did 
not diminish his presence of mind, and, 
having ascertained that he could free his 
hands, he released himself and dashed into 
the river. The Indians fired upon him, 
but only two balls struck him, one grazing 
the back of his neck and the other taking 
off the tip cf a finger. 

Saugrain reached the opposite shore of 
the river, and, fleet as his ‘pursuers were, 
he eluded them. This was on the 22d day 
of March. a day always afterward ob- 
served with thanksgiving by his family. 


suffering intensely with his wounds. In 
the morning he met the young Virginian, 
and they. traveled together to Louisville, 
having no food but a polecat. They were 
received with all sympathy and hospital- 
ity. Robbed of all his effects, Dr. Saugrain 
could not continue his journey, and was 
given means with which to return to Phil- 
adelphia. On his return he visited Lexing- 
ton, then in its earliest infancy. 
Returning to Paris, Dr. Saugrain joined 
a family of colonists who came to America 
and settied at Galliopolis, and it was there 
that he did some of his best work. The 
colony was wholly French, and its history 
remains today as one of the prettiest re- 
maining of any of the pioneer settlements. 
In‘all that is told of Galliopolis, Dr. Saug- 
rain must needs have a prominent place, 
for he was the wizard of the colony. He 
acquired quite a good deal of fame in the 
territory by inoculating for smallpox, and 
many flocked to him to be healed. He had 
brought with him from France a quantity 
of phosphorus, glass tubes and quicksilver. 
With the first he made phosphoric lights, 
which he sold to the hunters; with the 
other articies he made aerometers and ba- 
rometers, blowing his glass in the winter. 


The Indians, as cverywhere, were quite 
friendly with the French, and many of 
them visited ihe settlement of Gulliopolis. 
They never failed to call upea Dr. Sau- 
grain, for in his home they found thuse 
wonderful machines of which the Indians 
of Ohio told with more or less awe. It 
may be guessed that the most important 
of these machines was nothing mwre than

The Antoine Francois Saugrain place was 
one of the finest in old St. Louis. It cov- 
ered a tract of ground now marked by 
Third street on the west, Gratiot street 
on the north, the river on the east, and 
Lombard street on the south. What is 
now block §3@ In the city was occupied by 
the house, surrounded by a six-foot stone 
wall. The line of the wall is now marked 
by Second, Third, Gratiot and Lombard 
streets. and a portion of it still stands 
upon the Gratiot street side, midway ‘n 
the block. It is just a little piece, but it 
is big enough to impress the beholder with 
its great age and to have about it an at- 
mosphere of the day in which it was 
bullt.

The. ver- 
tebrae bulleted cut where the breaks were, 
and there was a big. round, red spot. The

Mr. Porter's injury wae to the Inmbar 
vertobrae, the fifth from the base of the 
spinaf column. When he was examined by 
Dr. Darlington on the morning following 
the accident there was partial paralysis 
helow the waist. and the lower limbs were 
without sensation. 

An examination of the epinal 
chowed the breaking of the lumbar verre- 
brae, the broken bone pushing out the ek'n 
and the whole discolored by a heavy tlord 
clot. The surface of the trouble was firry 
red. Dr. Sherman was summoned for con- 
sultation. and after the broken bone was 
preased into place it was concluded not to 
put the patient into a plaster of paris jack- 
et, but to place him on a water bed, where 
the Injury would be free for observation. 
Mr. Porter’s recovery was ro wonderfully 
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him by straps around the chin and back 
of the neck and under the arms, in order 
that the spine might be <held perfectly 
straight while the plaster was applied. 

The apparatus used was that invented by 
Dr. Louis A. Sayre and manufactured by 
George Tieman & Co. The plaster cast was 
put on as though it were 4 bandage. Crin- 
oline was torn into strips three yards 
long, and its meshes were mpletely filled 

lrawing strips threugh fine and 
freshly ground plaster of paris, which was 

thoroughly rubbed Into e material 
Mach strip was then. made foosély into a 
roll, and the rolis were placed end up Im 
a basin and covered entirely with water. 
where they were allowed to remain until 
they trere saturated, 

In preparing the patient the surface of 
‘he ak'n was protected by an elastic, closely 
Atting shirt, without armiete) but with tabs 
to t'e over the shoulders, and composed of a 
soft. woven moeterial. Fer the purpose of 
etrspendinge the petient during the appiiea- 
tion of the dressing there was used an 
arparatus consisting of a curved iron crores- 
beam. te which le attached an adjustable 
hand-ané-chin color with straps, and alse 
two auxfliery bancs. To a ring In the 
center of the bar ts hooked a pulley, the 
other end of which ts secured either to a 
hook im the cetl'ne or to the top of an iron 
'rined about 19 feet In heiyht. . 

The head-and-fhin erilar and the auxtl- 
lary supports having been carefully adjust- 
ed, the patient was gradually drawn up un- 
til he felt comfortable. Before applying the 
plaster bandage there was placed over the 
abdomen, between the ebirt and the skin.

ICTURE a scene of a group of earn- 
est people assembled in an old 
quarry in South St. Louis on a Sun- 

day morning. for the purpose of listenine 
to a lecture to be given there on ‘‘Rocks 
and Stones,” where the speaker may use 
the peculiar surroundings as a means for 
bringing before the mind the story of the 
earth, and educating the eye to under- 
stand what stones can mean and how 
Much they teach if only one will look at 
them.” It almost suggests the old-time 
meetings of religious bodies who sought 
shelter from the public gaze in order to 
Worship in their own way in freedom from 
the outside world. Who can tell what is 
coming next in the educational movements 
of St. Louis? Yet this scene wil) be ac- 
tually realized the first Sunday in June, 
as one part of a new step recently inau- 
@urated in this city. 
“The new Nature Study Section which has 
t been organized under the auspices of 
Ethical Society promises to be an im- 
iacam factor in the educational life 
among all classes of persons. It was con- 
ceived with the idea that people who go 
owt into the parks or into the country on 
summer Sundays, should get that kind cf 
knowlefge by which they could use thoir 
eyes and ears, so as to understand and ap- 
preciate all that could be seen and heard 
in the great Nature World. The leader 
who started the movement felt that thes> 
Sunday rambles might not only give rest 
and pleasure, but also immense profit, if 
only people would just look at what they 
saw, and keep their eyes and ears wide 
open by training themselves to observe. It 
is not necessary to go to the Alps or the 
Amazon in. order to enjoy the world of 
living things or to feel the sublimity of 
nature. 


Frogs 


There is geology in plenty around 8t. 
Touls, and biology to any extent for those 
who choosé to avail themselves of their 
opportunities. Why not know all the trees 
hy their names, by the way they look, by 
their leaves, by their bark or their 
Dranches, becoming acquainted with them 
as living things? What an infinite store- 
house of interesting knowledge can be 
found just m studying Insects, or making 
collections of stones, or by teaching one's 
self to know the birds from their color, 
their song or their fitght. 

And all this is to come if the plans of 
this Nature Study Section are carried out 
succesrfully. The work ts already begun 
and with the greatest enthusiasm. 

A short time ago. upward of 1 people 
were assembled ir the Ethical Society 
froome at the Muscum of Fine Arter one 
Tuesaday ecvening, listening to a talk on 
“Frogs and Lizerds,.”” and they had tad- 
poles swimming in the water on the table, 
frogs jumping about. and living snakes in 
giaes jare, which had been found by the 
yotma people the previous Gunday in a 
country ramble, and brought there as ob- 
ject material for the occasion. The talk 
Was by Dr. John J. Arthur Harris. one of 
the new and promising instructors from 
Shaw's Garden. The life of the frog was

solemn mystery of life. itself and the 
evolution of life. 

During the summer months these young 
people are to be divided into groups and go 
out under the guidance of competent Icad- 
ers for Sunday ramblics into the country, 
making collections of various objects, 
studying them fn detail, learning to know 
what they see, or reading up about it:in 
the literature of the subject, and in this 
happy way adding immensely to their edu- 
cation. One of these groups will give itself 
over to collecting leaves, by this means 
making a teginning in.the knowledge of 
plant life and trees, until the woods and 
forests around our city shall have a 
meaning to these persons because each tree 
and leaf will have its own special charac- 
ter for those who have studied it. Another 
group will collect tnsects, conquering in 
this way the foolish dislike which has made 
the insect world to many people an un- 
known realm. They will gather beetles and 
butterfiles, learn to distinguish between the 
various species, and by this means get a 
new insight into biology. Still another 
group will take up the subject of rocks and 
stones, going into the outskirts of St. 
Louls and picking up any plece of earth 
or rock they may find, examining it, becom- 
ing acquainted with its character and his- 
tory, and finding out what story it has to 
tell, what it is made of and how it has its 
own special character, and to get a deeper 
insight into the great science of geology. 

Already the entire. section has had a 
most interesting evering in the study of 
rocks xd stones. with a lecture hy Dr. 
Leo R. A. Suppan, who had various speci- 
mens with him and could show them to 
the eye of those who were listening to him. 
It was interesting to watch the surprise 
of many, as he would take a piece of rock. 
break it up into pieces before them, anil 
then show how every single piece or frag- 
ment had identically the same shape with 
the same angles or lines in crystalline 
form. That piece of stone at once became 
a new creation to all who realized for the 
first time what this implied. Grown 
ple at these meetings have shown the en- 
thusiasm of young children, crowding ex- 
cihtedly around the table of the speaker, in 
order to get more closely Into touch with 
what he had before him and to under- 
stand better what he had been describing. 
It seems as if a whole new world was 
opening up to their minds, 

The really serious work of this Nature 
Study Section is to be done throughout the 
summer, when the members divide up into 
these subsections for special study, each 
taking one topic for the season and going 
out for such nature rambles round about 
St. Louis. Schoo] teachers in large num- 
bers have become interested, some of the 
principals of public schools, and many 
young men who have realized what a loss 
they had experienced in not being able to 
ree what lay around them on their sum- 
mer jaunts in the outskirts of the city 
Even the subject of snakes or reptiles is 
not to be ignored, One small group will 
have the courage to go in search of these 
much-despised creatures, and if possible 
to collect them alive, iearning to discriml! 
nate between the various kinds and to 
conquer the dislike of them, discovering 
what species are harmless and what serv- 
these reptiles actually render to the 
community and to the world. The man of 
ecience has already for a long while been 
aware that this horror of snakes was a 
sad mistake when exercised indiscriminate- 
ly and without judgment. 

Furthermore, these people do not 
to neglect even the sky and 
Prof. G. W. Krall is to organize 
for the study of the constellations; 
they will meet together evenings from 
to time throughout the year—in this 
mapping out tts collections of 
coming familiar with them as constel- 
lations, knowing many of the special stars 
by name from their position, and feeling 
in thie way a little more acquainted with 
the great sky-world. It will be a begin- 
ning in the study of astronomy. 

The Nature Stuay Section, which began 
with only a few people early in the spring, 
now has neariv 200 members of representa- 
tive people from all parts of 8! Louis, 
It is simply illustrative of the kind of edu- 
cational work which the Kthical Soctet) 
has been trying te do for a number of 
years In thia city. The first evening there 
Was a general talk by the rising young 
ecientist, Prof. Herman von Schrenk, who 
promises to be one of the leaders in the 
scientific thought of this country before 
many years. It was a beautiful, sermon 
on naturé-study and the leve of nature, 
positively religious in its tone. Then came 
a lecture by him on “Leaves,” and a new 
world wae fairly opened to the young pee 
ple who came to hear it. He had samples 
of leaf grown of various kinds, illustret- 
ing the color, shape and other character- 
istics, unt!) a single leaf appeared to tell a 
story almost infinite in extent. And every- 
body felt as if he wanted to begin at 
once to watch every leaf he coufd set his 
eyes on.

They have been ranch- 
ing two years.

After carefully thinking the matter dver 
we both came to the conclusion that we 
cowmd make a better living for ourselves 
in raising cattle and operating a ranch than 
in any other vocation presenting itself to 
us in this whole western country. Women 
have made a success of many things which 
men suppér?’d they could know nothing 
about, and we didn't why we couldn't 
succeed as ranchers. Both of us had taught 
in the public schools, and there was noth- 


ing in that field to make us as independent 
as we wished. It was a big undertaking 
for us, and we proceeded, not without some 
natural misgivings, to acquire our land. We 
owned a half section in this county, and 
in the spring of 1900 started in to consum- 
mate our plans. Since then we have each 
taken out a homestead of 1@ acres. 

In the spring of 1990 we bought a lister 
and 24 bushels of corn, and began our work 
by planting 80 acres with Nebraska's great 
staple product. With four horses on our 
lister we made the ground fly. 


time on the 


When our corn was ready to cultivate all 
ou plans were well under way. We would 
take one team at 4 o'clock in the morning, 
and keep hard at it until the heat of the 
midday was passed, take a fresh team and 
go on with the work. We worked out of 
doors only during the cooler hours. As tc 
our first success you can judge from the 
results. We raised 1800 bushels of con on 
those 80 acres. 

Then we harvested 100 tons of hay, and 
owning but 30 head of cattle we determined 
to take cattle for other stockmen and win- 
ter them. Securing 60 head in this ‘way, the 
herd on our ranch numbered 9) that winter 
But we found that “bad luck follows good 
and good luck follows bad.’ In the latter 
part of November, 27 of the 90 on our range 
died of cornstalk disease. Of these 14 of the 
cattle were our own. Then we took 300 
head belonging to Mr. Hobick, a ne ghbor. 
We fed them and took care of them our- 
selves, We kent them also the following 
summer, took in a few more, and during 
the summer had 400 cattle on our ranch. 

Fearing we could not furnish a sufficient 
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Supply of water for the 400 head with oul 
one windmill, we bovght a gasoline engine, 
and with that power we could pump suffi- 
cient water for the entire herd. 

The second summer we listed % acres of 
corn, but, becauge of a drouth. got ahso- 
lutely nothing, We were blue, but not 
discouraged, for we were prepared in ad- 
vance for just such reverses, and we did 
not expect that Providence would be sw 
kind to us as to always provide a big crop 
for our particular ranch 

That summer we two, alcne, put up 20 


tons of nay, ana the greatest trouble we 
encountered was the grinding of our own 
sickle. After haying was over we began 
to put improvements on our ranch, having 
sold the greater portion of our hay, Ffup- 
posing we w ould be able to take care of our 
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cattle in the usual way. We accomplished 
more work in less time than we expected, 
fencing 18 sections, changed our mind abour 
wintering cattle and took 135 head for three 
months 

Our p! ans for the future are to plant 1(0

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acres in corn and to run a fence through 
our pasture, dividing it into two equal 
parts, having one for summer grazing, tlhe 
other for winter. 

Ranch life is a most agreeable one for

devoid of ostentation, was the joint prod- 

uct of the committee on resolutions. I 
fathere@ the movement against Sunday 
funerals, and G. A. Hoffman, with the 
Pvangelical Publishing Co.,. who has ac- 
cepted a tell to Ellendale, fathered the 
part that. recommended greater economy 
in funeral expenditures. 

There are two reasons for opposing Sun- 
day funerals: Sunday is the busiest day 
the pastor has, People go dhead and make 
arrangements as a matter of course fur 
‘the funeral Sunday afternoon. 
tell the pastor they have done so. I have 
‘preached at three funerals in a Sunday 
afternocn. I was not able to go to the 
cemetery with any of them. I rushed from 
‘one to the other. 

' Think.of at least two regular services on 
Sunday and three funeral services! It 
gets beyond human ability. 

And the Sunday funeral is the one that 
Costs the most, for there is always a great 
crowd to go to the cemetery, and car- 
Triages must be provided. On week days 
(the idly curious are obliged to earn daily 
bread. So only the relatives and actual 
“friends are at the services. 

I got to thinking of funeral reform 
“Shortly after I came here. I am from 
— lMayneta, Ky. Our cemetery arrangements 
|a@re very different from those here. There 
@ tent provided by the cemetery associa- 
tion is spread over the grave. In it are 
camp chairs. Carpets or rugs are on the 
ground, or if the ground be damp boards 
are put down, and the carpets and rugs 
are on them. There is no mud or any 
Standing on damp ground.

Still 
there is not that supposed crowd always 
hanging around looking ‘for a chance to 
take a ride to a cemetery that we fre- 
quently hear of. I think it does some per- 
sons good to go to funerals on Sunday, for: 
if they did not go then they would never 
get inside a church at all. Funeral ex- 
penses are increasing rather than diminish- 
ing. But that is not the fault of the under- 
taker. A casket can be had for $10, $15 or 
$500. It is all im the hands of the person 
ordering it. 

When you go to a doctor there Is a fixed 
charge. But the undertakers’ prices vary. 
The liverymen and undertakers’ associa 
tions regulate the prices of rigs and hearses. 
The stablemen are making no money. I like 
the way our Catholic brethren do about 
carriages to funerals. They bring their 
own. They do not impose a heavy burden 
on the bertaved. I have noted a gradual 
tendency toward funeral reform in the 3% 
years I have been in the undertaking busi- 
ness. 

The hand is pointed more and more to- 
ward the silver Hning. That death ‘is but 
new and mofe perfect living is used as a 
stepping stone toward relief from sorrow. 

The emblems of woe are disappearing. In 
years past wé used to furnish a great deal 
of crepe. The pallbearers wore it. That 
is largely put aside. Now all we supply is 
a pair of blatk gloves. It formerly was 
necessary to provide two yards of crepe 
for the hat. 

By common Consent the ministers have 
stopped talking In mournful numbers.

All colors are used in funeral work now.

AM the pioneer In funeral expense re- 

| duction. I organized the Funeral] Trans- 

tara. Co. and eaused the _ first fu- 


neral car to be bullt. IF made a 3-year 
lease with the transit company over the 
lines it now owns and any it may acquire, 
for four and a half hour's service for a 
funeral, and the right to eight minutes 
delay at any church or ecmetery. 

The first car built was the Virginia. We 
now have the Dolores. The car is_ double 
with a central space divided longitudinally 
by a.partition. One-half of this space is 
for the casket. The other Half is for the 
pallbearers. The family occuples the rear 
section and the mourners the front sec- 
tion. We can seat 4 persons and we can

persons. 


It was our first intention to serve the 
undertakers, many of whom do not own 
their horses, carriages and heases. The 
Livery Men and Undertakers Association 
boycotted us and after lying idle for about 
three months we went into the undertaking 
business ourselves. Not a dealer in coffins 
or embalming fluids or anything else camo 
to see us. But we found a place where we 
could get caskets and another where we 
could get embalming fluids. 

The price of a funeral car seating 4 per- 
sons ie $20.

snakes arc my specialty, I have only found 
three rottiers and five copperheads. They 
are the only polsonous snakes In Mixsouri. 
A few days aguv on a ramble my son of 15 
picked up @ black sntike four feet long, and 
it made no effort to bite him.
